The Councel of Paris in the time of King Ludovicw, where 
all Biſhops and Prieſts be exprefly forbidden ro Excommuni- 
cate any man before his'cauſe be known; Moreover in his 
Laws and Confticutions he Ordained in Church macters a 
number of Chucchmen, Clerks, Churches, Monaſteries, 
Vonks, and that the holy Myſteries ſhould not be done in 
Private houſes, whoſoever did attempt the contrary ſhould 
'F deprived ; here hey Deprived ' and Excommunicated 
them from the Church in the Primitive cimes,8 now the Bi- 
lhops, the Kings & Princes muſt acknowledge them Lords.

Again Pauls Do@rine and the M.niſters of Chriſts Church 
have their authority and armour likewiſe to them limited, 
which is cnely Spiritual and not Carnal, whereby the y tight 
not againſt fleſh and blood, buy/the. powers of datkneif:, ers 
rours and fin, 

If Paul were now alive to fee the Pope of Rome, and the 
heap of Ceremonics and T12ditions, and Maſſe- books, Brads 
and iwarmes of ſuperſtitious Monks and Friars, and Sermons 
in his Churches, and afſertion in Schools of the Popes pride 
andg!ory, and cruelty and perſecutions, he would ſay this 
was nor true education, bur deftrugion and 1uine of Faith, 
neither was this any true Church of Chriſt, but a new found 
Re):gion, and Paganiſm under the name of Chriſtianity; fo 
the Nom: of Chriſt they profetl, in words, but his Office and

They who killed the Martyrs and Saints, and afflited them 
with ftrange puniſhments, ſaying they brought in a new 
ſtrange Religion, which the Perſecutors ſaith the ſame now, 
cothem chat be in the life of Truth, 

Fulizs the Emperor heating how that Fuliws had forſaken 
his old Religion, the Emperor ſends for him, and ſaid, Juli, 
what madneſſe hath poſſeſt thee, that thou doſt fall from the old com. 
mon Religion of thy forefathers, and do embrace a new fond kind of 
Religion of the Chriſtians, and (o cauſed him to be beaten to 
death, Anno 175. 

Appollonizs attirmeth that Montanw the Heretick was the firſt 
deviſer and bringer in of theſe Laws of Faltingin the Church, 
which before was uſed tobe free; here they loſt their firil E- 
ſtate from che Church among the Apoſtles, 

Eaſter day was firſt commanded by P:w the Biſhop, co be 
celebratedof all men upon no other day but Sunday, and its 
ſaid, it came firſt from one Hermes, if the Papiſts hath nor for- 
gedit, about Anno 175. 

The firſt hallowing of the Sunday was for two caules, firſt 
was becauſe God made the World, and Chriit rote on that 
day, therefore they will hallow it, which is on2 of their own 
works. 

When there was contention about Exfter day, and they 
would proceed to excommunicare all che Chuiches of Aſia, 
then the Biſhop of Lions, che Counſel and other Brethren af- 
ſembled cogether couching the Controverlie of Eaſter, and 
its (aid in the dayes of the Primicive Church,the O:dmnation 
thereof was thus, as Exſeb:us Palatine and others record, that 
the Apoſtles being attendant to the Do@rine of Salvation, 
gave no heed to the obſervation cf dayes and time, neither 
the Church co any Ceremonious Rights, befides we read of 
no Ceremonies or Rights, but the Apoſtles leaves ſuch things 
free to the hiberty of Chriſtians, co the ning or nor uſing, 
every man was lefr co his own diferetion, as coricerning Ce- 
reminies, Dayes, Times, Vettures and ſuch others, was not 
in che Church in che Primitive times, and the Churches had 
been at unity before they fell ouc about Dayes, Mears, Times 
and Scaſons, contrary to the Apoſtles ; and here you may _
